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WHAT IS CLAIMED: 

1. A method of treating a distressed tree comprising: 
creaVing a mixture comprising a fertilizer and a growth 

hormone ; and 

applying the mixture to a root area of the distressed 
tree. \ 

2. The method\of Claim 1 wherein the growth hormone 
selected from tne group consisting of naphthalene acetic 
acid, 3 -indolebufcyric acid, and derivatives thereof.

The kit of Claim 22 wherein the growth hormone is 
selected from the group consisting of naphthalene acetic 
acid, 3 -indolebutyric acid, and derivatives thereof. 



24 . The kit of Claim 22 and further comprising instructions 
for applying the mixture to the distressed tree. 



25. The kit of Claim 22 and further comprising an implement 
for applying the mixture to the distressed tree.
